Wasmxerox, D. C., March 10.—Mr.

The report states that a resolution 
of the House calling for information relative 
thereto was transmitted to Minister Morgan, 
who, it was alleged by Shields, took no steps 
to proeure their releasc, and the following 
telegram was received in reply: 

The statement-of Shields with regard to me is 
false. Learning they were arrested, I brought 
the matter to the notice of the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. They were released 
and again rearrested a few days since for drunk- 
enness and disorderly conduct.

COMMITTEE-W ORK. 


THE SOLDIERS’ SHILLINGS, AND HOW MEN 
OF GREAT MEANS APPROPRIATE THEM TO 
THE USES OF LUKURY AND EXTRAVA- 
GANCE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 


WasuHinctroxr, D. C., March 10.—A sub- 
committee of the Senate Military Committee 
has been for some weeks investigating the 
management of the Soldiers’ Home in this 
city. Some very extraortiinary evidence has 
been taken, the result of which may be to 
cause considerable embarrassment to the 
distinguished officers who by law are placed 
in charge of the institution. The Soldiers’ 
Home is situated inatractof 800 acres of 
ground, known as the Soldiers’ Home Park. 
A considerable portion of this ground is 
cultivated, and the labor is paid for 
out of the Soldiers’ Home fund, 
which is created by unclaimed bounty 
and other sums due to deceased soldiers, and 
by a monthly tax upon the soldiers of the 
regular army. The whole establishment is 
maintained at the expense of the soldiers of 
the regular army. The home has a large 
herd of very fine Alderney stock, has a good 
deal of milk and butter, raises a large 
amount of vegetables and fruits, and cuts a 
good deal of hay. For a long time 

CHARGES HAVE BEEN MADE 
that the home was not properly managed, 
and that the officers having charge of it made 
too liberal use of the products of the farm 
attached to the home without any compen- 
sation to the old soldiers, by a tax upon 
whose pittance it is supported. These com- 
plaints had become so numerous at the be- 
ing of this session that Senator Logan, Chair- 
man of the Military Committee, secured the 
adoption of a resolution directing that an in- 
vestigation be made. A sub-committee was 
appointed consisting of Harrison, Sewell, 
and Wade Hampton. That committee has 
been sitting at intervals during the winter. 
Yesterday there was an important secret 
meeting held at the Soldiers’ Home, 
where some significant testimony was 
taken. It appears, without specifying 
details, that the persons responsible for 
the management have taken milk, fruits, 
and the, products of the farm generally for 
their own tables in liberal amounts, so that 
at times

of the delicacies which belong to them. An 
act of petty favoritism has been discovered 
which is likely to receive the severe rebuke 
of the committee. Under some regulation, 
when an old soldier dies who has no friends 
or relatives, his effects are turned into the 
general fund for the support of the home. 
The transfer of these effects, always 
insignificant, is a matter of form, 
and can be readily accomplished 
by the simple receipt of the commanding 
officer. The military personages, however, 
in charge of the Home found it necessary to 
appoint an attorney to do this business. Last 
year $14 were realized in the effects of one 
friendless old soldier. Seven dollars of this 
were taken by a son-in-law of oneof the 
officers of the board. Complaints were made 
that 50 per cent was a pretty large allowance 
for the collection of a soldier’s estate. 
8 the board appointed this son-in-

to do business of this sort at a salary of $150. 
This is an illustration of some of the abuses 
connected with the management. The in-

NEW AND POSITIVE LEGISLATION 

to correct some of the evils that have grown 
out of a lax administration of the law creating 
the home. ‘The first act was passed March 
3. 1851. It authorized every soldier of the 
army who had served or might serve honest- 
ly and faithfully twenty years to be a mem- 
ber of the home. It included, also, every 
soldier and every discharged soldier, whether 
reguiar or volunteer, who had suffered or 
might suffer by reason of disease or wounds 
incurred in the service and in the line of his 
duty, rendering him incapable of further 
military service; also, the invalid and dis- 
abied soldiers of the War ot 1812 and 
of all subsequent wars, whether regulars or 
volunteers. The home was to be supported 
by deducting from 

THE PAY OF EVERY NON-COMMISSIONED 

OFFICER, MUSICIAN, ARTLFICER, AND PRI- 

VATE 
in the army of the United States the sum of 
12 cents per month, to be passed to the 
eredit of the Commissioners authorized by 
the act. In addition to the regular fund, all 
stoppages or fines adjudged against soldiers 
by sentence of courts-martial, all forfeitures 
for desertion, and all moneys belonging 
to the estates of deceased soldiers un- 
claimed for a period of three years 
subsequent to the death of such soldiers, 
furnish a large revenue. Besides these 
sources, it is provided that all soldiers 
ceiving pensions “shall surrender their pen- 
sions to the Soldiers’ Home during the time 
they remain therein and voluntarily receive 
its benefits.” The constitutionality of this 
law has been doubted.: 

The home is governed by three Commis- 
sioners, the Commissary-General of Sub- 
sistence, the Surgeon-General, and the Adju- 
tant-General. ‘The officers of thé home are 
a Governor, a Deputy-Governor, and a Sec- 
retary, to be taken from the army, and ap- 
pointed or removed by the Secretary of War. 
WHICH VIRTUALLY MEANS THE PRESIDENT. 
Other officers have gradually grown around 
the institution, which is regulated by the 
Rules and Articles of War. 

The different sources of income have, in 
twenty-eight years, aggregated a very large 
sum of money, so that the Commissioners 
have added largely by purchase to the origi- 
inal estate. In the park surrounding the 
buildings appropriated to the use of the 
soldiers are residences set aside for the ofli- 
cers who are quaftered on the home. These 
places are considered among the most de- 
sirable in the gift of the Executive, and are 
usually bestowed upon personal or political 
friends in the army. 

MR. HAYES 
and his Secretary of War and their families 
established themselves at the home during 
the summer, without any more right to go 
there than to enter the private abode of any 
citizen. 

The house generally called “the Presi- 
dent’s house“ was refitted for Hayes ata 
cost, it is said, of $8,000. This money was 
taken from the soldiers’ fund, it is believed, 
of course, without the sanction of the Sol- 
diers. Supplies from the farm under that 
economical Administration found their way 
to the President’s private table, in this 
way a precedent was established which 
seems to have been followed. 

THE PROPERTY BELONGS TO THE SOLDIERS, 


and is sustained by their contributions. It is | 


now converted into a public park for the 
people of Washington, and is treated in every 
way as the personal estate of the Governor 
and Commissioners. Of course the 300 or 400 
inmates of the home are fed and cared for 
under the discipline that exists, but they are 
regarded rather as objects of bounty than as 
the possessors of rights far superior to the 
rights of those who govern the institution, 
or of the appointing power that sends its 
pets to live grandly upon the soldiers’ fund. 
THE MANAGING BOARD 
is not required to make any report to Con- 
gress of the receipts and expenditures of 
this fund. The returns are made to the 
Treasury, and are passed, it is supposed, 
upon the signature of the accounting officer 
of the Board uf Managers. It is not improb- 
able that the committee will recommend the 
passage of a law which shail require that the 
accounts of this sacred fund be made public, 
so that the country may know how it has 
been disbursed. 
IT IS SAID 


that the evidence in this investigation will 

show that it has been the regular custom of 

the Surgeon-General and the Commissary- 

General to have fruits and flowers, milk, and 

sometimes butter delivered from the Sok 

diers’ Home to their residences in tnis city, 
and the third member of the Board, Adju- 
tant-General Drum, always persistently de- 
clined to receive any of these contributions 
from the home or to be a party to the scheme 
of living on the invalid soldiers. There are 
curious stories, too, as to the disposition of 
furniture which was bought for the house 
occupied by Presidents Grant and Llayes; 
but these stories have yet to be investigated, 

So much, however, has already been discoy- 

ered as to make it seem very probable that a 

court of inquiry will be necessary. 

THE ELECTIONS SUB-COMMITTEE FINDS THAT 
FINLEY WAS NOT ELECTED, AND THAT

Congressman Ranney, of Massachusetts, 
Chairman of the Sub-Committee of the House 
Elections Committee charged with the duty 
of investigating and preparing a report on 
the contested election case of Bisbee against 
Finley, of Florida, has prepared a report. 
Aftera patient and thorough investigation 
of the testimony, the sub-committee found 
that, instead of Mr. Finley having been 
elected by a majority of 1,152, Col. Bisbee 
was elected by a majority of 845 votes. The 
testimony in the ease shows that every 
sort of fraud was committed by 
the Democrats, and that ail manner 
of intimidation short of murder 
and violence was used to prevent the Repub- 
licans from going to the polls. There were 
frauds in the registry-list, frauds at the 
polis, and fraudsin the returns. It is under- 
stood that the three Republican members of 
the sub-committee and Paul (Readjuster 
Democrat) will unite in the report recom- 
mending the —— of Bisbee. The other 
Democratic member of the committee is Mr.

services were of great value to the Secretary 
of State. . Treseott was cousulted, the 
witness saki, in the preparation of the letters 
sent by Mr. Blaine to Chill and Peru. He 
had access to the files, and frequently took 
letters and papers therefrom. On one occa- 
sion, the. witness remembred, he was 
called upon for a number of papers 
relating to the fishery arbitration, and they 
were found to be missing. The files were 
searched thoroughly, but no trace of them 
could be discovered. Finally Mr. Tresoott 
ran across the missing documents among his 
private papers at home. The witness was 
informed that the Chief Clerk of the depart- 
ment, Mr. Brown, went to Mr. Trescott’s res- 
idence in this city several days ago and re- 
quested Mrs. Trescott to search fer the miss- 
ing papers. She promised to do so, and said 
she would communicate with the depart- 
ment if they were found, but no word has 
yet been received from her. Mr. St. Olair 
seemed a little disappointed at this 
news, but expressed his belief that, In case 
they were not there, Mr. Trescott had taken 
them to South America with him. 
fin, NEWTON | 
said he had been informed that Thomas 
Sherman, Mr. Biaine’s private secretary, had 
searched the papers of the ex-Secretary of 
State very carefully, and had discovered 
therein no trace of the missing letters. 
During the examination St. Clair made an 
admission that seems to show great. careles- 
ness On the part of the department in the 
management of its files. and records. 
The witness said that every 
clerk in the department had ac 
eess to the index-room, and could 
take therefrom at any time any letter or 
book. He admitted that it would be entirely 
possible for any clerk to go to the depart- 
ment in the evening, enter the index-room, 
and remove papers from the files. As an 
illustration of the way in which records can 
be removed, St. Clair said that, on one oc- 
casion, they missed a book of records, and, 
after searching high and low for it, it was 
found under the cushion of the chair of the 
Second Assistant Secretary of State.

York. The investigation is public. 

FRANCIS o. ST. CLAIR, 
Chief of the Consular Bureau of the State 
Department, testified that he would recog- 
nize the right of the Chief Clerk or Secretary 
to.withdraw any papers from his custody, 
but no other persons. Some time after the 
witness was made Chief of the buregu, a 
call was made for certain letters of the Ship- 
herd correspondence. 1 made search fora 
certain letter indexed in my handwriting, 
and asked Waiker Blaine if the Secretary 
fad it. He said he did not know, but would 
see if it was at his house. After this 1 did 
not hear more about it. Was under 
the impression that either Trescott or 
Secretary Blaine called for the let- 
ters. In August the discovery was 
made that several letters were missing. I 
failed to find any of them. I never said any- 
thing to the Secretary on the subject, and 
never heard anything further on the subject 
from Walker Blaine. Trescott frequently 
called for the papers, and we used to let him 
have them without an order from the Secre- 
tary. I understood he (Trescott) was in the 
employ of the department as counsel. No 
original papers are permitted to be taken 
from the department. Trescott was investi- 
gating Chili-Peru, and my impression is he 
called for them. No persons other than 
those known to be employed in the depart- 
ment are allowed in the Index Department. 
It is my impression that to 

TRESCOTT 
was assigned the duty of preparing drafts of 
letters on the Chili-Peru affair. He had a 
room in the department, but 1 don't know of 
my owh knowledge that he had any official 
position in the department. He appeared to 
actin a confidential relation with the Secre- 
tary. I presumed the letters were found at 
that time—in August—and it is my impres- 
sion they will be found now at Trescott’s 
house in this city. 1 do not believe they 
have been abstracted from the department 
to be suppressed or destroyed. It is not an 
unusual thing for papers to be lost for 
months, and subsequently found In the de- 
partment. In other words, they are mis- 
placed for the time being. One time 
some papers relating to the fishery 
question could not be found tor 
some time, and Trescott subsequently 
found them at his house. My ground for 
thinking the missing papers may be in .Tres- 
cott’s possession or at his house is that, from 
the nature of Treseott’s relations to the de- 
partment in this Chili-Peru matter, he would 
naturally examine these papers.“ 
JOHN NEWTON, 
in the Index Bureau of the State Depart- 
ment, remembered indexing the letters of 
May 21, 24, and June 4. They were marked, 
“Private; return t — — Shipherd.” 
Trescott never called on the witness for any 
papers; never saw Shipherd at the depart- 
ment; never heard of his baying been there.

AN OLD CLAIM REJECTED. 

About forty years ago, as is shown by the 
memorial of Mrs; Ann P. Derrick, Mr. W. 
S. Derrick, her husband, now dead, was at 
various times, in all aggregating 263 
days, Acting Secretary of State, by 
virtue of ° sundry Presidential ap 
pointments. Twenty-four years ago, in 
Congress, where Mrs, Derrick appeared to 
memorialize that body, seeking compensa- 
tion which she asserted her husband had 
earned but had not received, a Senate com- 
mittee reported that Mr. Derrick had, by 
service for 268 days, earned $4,323, but had 
only been paid tne salary of Chief Clerk, the 
place he held permanently, or $1,441. The 
Senate Claims Committee of 1858 reported a 
bill authorizing the payment to Mrs. Derrick 
of the remainder, $2,882, and recommended 
its passage. It evidently failed, for Mrs. 
Derrick is again a memorialist, and her peti- 
tion for relief has been considered by the 
Committee on Claims of the House. The 
committee now finds that the services for 
which compensation is claimed were ren- 
dered after Aug. 23, 1842, and that under 
Secs. 1,768-4-5 of the Revised Statutes, and 
the construction placed upon Sec. 1,764 
by the Supreme Court, the claimant is not 
entitled to the compensation asked for. The 
sections referred to provide that no officer 
who has a salary fixed by law shall be paid 
for performing the daties belonging to any 
other officer in the same or any other depaft- 
went, unless allowance for such service has 
been expressly authorized bylaw. The com- 
mittee therefore report against the passage 
of the bill. 

THE HOUSE COMMITTER ON WAR CLAIMS 
decided to report that the claim of the heirs 
of Sterling T. Austin for $300,000 for cotton 
and property destroyed in Louisiana during 
the War be referred to the Court of Claims. 


SMALL-POX. 
DR. DE WOLF SEES THE PRESIDENT. 
Speciai Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune. 
. Wasnrnetron, D. C., March 10,—Dr. De 
Wolf and Dr. Ca bell, President of the Na- 
tional Board of Health, were today pre- 
sented to the President oy David Davis and 
Mr. Sawyer. Dr. De Wolt stated the necessity 
of the country in the matter of the danger 
from smali-pox, and urged that some action 
be taken to protect the people from the dis- 
ease. Dr. Cabell followed, showing more in 
detail the character of legislation necessary 
to accomplish the desired end. Dr. Cabell 
was of the opinion that it would be nee- 
essary to secure legislation which 
would give the National Board of Health 
power to insist upon the vaccination of 
persons cqming from any port, whether that 
port was infected or not. Under the existing 
law quarantine regulations are impossible, 
except as regards persons who come from 
ports where infectious or contagious diseases 
exist. The bill pending in the Senate, pre- 
sented by Senator Harris, of Tennessee, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Health, also contains that objectionable 
clause which both Drs. Cabell and De Wolf 
believe will prevent the heaith authorities 
from protecting thoroughly from disease. 
THB PRESIDENT, 
after carefully considering the situation and 
examining iu detail the form of bill which 
Drs. De Wolf and Cabell belreve to be neces- 
sary, sald that he would send a message to 
Congress at an early day recommending the 
passage of that bill, and transmitting the bill 
with it. Dr. De Wolf and the National 
Board of Health are very much encouraged 
by this interview,.and it is expected that the 
President will send this message to Congress 
with the bill on Monday, Strong support 
has already been secured for the bill in both 
Houses, and it is the expectation that such a 
measure can be speedily passed. In case it 
does pass, the National Board of Health will 
immediately promulgate 
THE FOLLOWING REGULATIONS: 

1. That all persons coming from or through 
any foreign porte or place in which smali-pox 
exists who, after the lach day of November, 1861, 
Shall arrive at any port of entry within the 
United States, shall be subjected to examination 
as regards the protection from that disease by 
the proper health authorities of the State within 
which such port lies, or, in case such authorities 
shall fail or refuse to enforce this rule, then by 
some officer or other proper person to be desig- 
nated by the President of the United States. 

2. Thatin case any person so arriving shall 
refuse to submit to such examination, or, 
upon undergoing the same, shail be found not 
sufficiently protected from smali-pox, such per- 
son, and in case he or she be not sui juris, then 
also the person having him or her under charge, 
shall be detained in quarantine until he or she 
shall have been properly vaccinated, or sball 
have passed the period of incubation from date 
of last exposure. 

These regulations embody the substance of 
the bill, which has been approved. 

AT THE CONCLUSION OF THE INTERVIEW, 
Representative Aldrich stated at some 
length the situation in the Northwest, and 
commended the President for his hearty eo- 
operation in the effort to prevent the importa- 
tion of small-pox. The National Board of 
Health, which it has been feared would be 
too conservative to secure adequate legisia- 
tion or to take the steps necessary for effi- 
cient vaccination, has shown unexpected en- 
ergy, and is working in harmony with Dr. 
De Wolf in this matter. Indeed, at 
the secrét meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the National Board of 
Health it has been learned that they 
have decided to exercise the power provided 
by law creating the Board to take possession 
of every quarantine within the States when 
it shall appear to them that the State officers 
are not performing their duty, and in all 
cases where the State officials request the 
National Board to take charge, that will im- 
mediately be done, and funds will probably 
be found for the purpose. Dr. Rauch, of the 
Iunois State Board of Health, is expected 
here tomorrow. and he and Dr. DeWolf will 
probably both remain to aid in the passage 
of the bill, which will be transmitted to Con- 
gress with the earnest approyal of the Presi-

Tur investigation which the House For- 

eign Affairs Committee is making into the 
loss of certain documents from the files of 
the State Department clearly shows that no 
blame can attach to anybody if the papers 
should never be found.

Should 
the Skobeleff program prevail, and Russia 
come to the aid of the insurgents, the new 
King would hardly be able to keep himself 
upon the throne against his people, whose 
sympathies are anti-Austrian.

Aw interview with Rosecrans, printed in 
the New York Heraid of Thursday, repre- 
sents that gentleman as highly indignant at 
the terms of the Chase letter, as accusing 
Garfield of falseness and double-dealing,“ 
and as declaring that he would have court- 
martialed his Chief of Staff if he had known 
of the letter at the time it was written. All 
this is mere bluster. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the contents of the Chase letter 
are not now brought to the attention of Rose- 
crans for the first time. It was probably a 
familiarity with the text of this same 
letter that prompted Rosecrans to make 
such outrageous attacks upon Gar- 
field on the Pacific Coast during the cam- 
paign’of 1880. It is now easy to understand 
why Rosecrans denounced the Republican 
candidate for President as a scoundrel and a 
thief. It was because Garfield had foreseen 
early in 1863 that Rosecrans’ tactics were 
likely to betray him into the disaster which 
subsequently attended his Tennessee gain- 
paign and led to his removal from command. 
Had Rosecrans struck Bragg’s army early in 
May instead of waiting till July, it is probable

THE CONSERVATIGM OF THE MAJORITY. 

The of the business of Congress 
is not solely due to the hidebound rules in- 
vented by Randall and adopted by a Dem- 
ocratic House. There are at least three 
other causes of delay in the transaction of 
public business, The first is, of course, the 
mass Of private legislation thrust upon Con- 
gress by the custonts of the Government and 
the slow growth of precedents. The applica- 
tions for individual relief from legal liabili- 
ties, many of which were incurred only by 
technical violations of law, are yearly increas- 


sum of $190,000 the works, which embrace a

GARFIELD AND ROSECRANS. 

The latest attempt to injure the character 
of the martyred Garfield in the estimation of 
his countrymen will fail, as all other attempts 
of the same kind have failed before, and the 
public indignation that wii! surely follow an 
analysis of the condiiions will redound to 
the greater honor of the slandered dead. 

Two letters from Gen. Garfield have been 
published with the purpose of showing that 
he was disloyal to Gen. Rosecrans and guilty 
of deception and doubie-dealing. The one 
was a confidential letter written in the sum- 
mer of 1868 to Gov. Chase, then Secretary of 
the Treasury, at a time when Garfield was 
Chief of Staff to Rosecrans, and commented 
upon the dilatory movements of the Army of 
the Cumberland between the battle of Stone 
River, which oecurred Dec. 31, 1862, and the 
movement in the latter part of June, 1868, 
which resulted in the temporary Union suc- 
cess and Rebel retreat upon Chattanooga. The 
other was written to Gen. Rosecrans early in 
1880, in reply to a communication from the 
latter in regard to an article published in the 
Sun, in which Garfield assured Rosecrans 
that every charge was false which imputed 
that the former was in any sense untrue to 
the latter or unfaithful to the friendship 
that had existed between the two, 

From these two letters the traducers of 
Gen. Garfield, who are as malignant as they 


ing. Then there is a large namber of claims 
arising out of the War still unsetuled. Nine- 
tenths of these are inequitable or abso- 
lutely fraudulent. Finally, the opera 
tion of the pension laws bas brought 
into existence a separate and a very formi- 
dable class of claimants, whose number is 
constantly increasing, and whose demands 
are the most imperative that Congressmen 
are compelled to entertain.

Much of the private business which en- 
grosses the attention of Congressmen and 
occupies time that ought to be valuable does 
not make a showing on the records of either 
House. This is department business,” so 
calied. It requires constant intercession 
with the heads of departments in behalf of 
the constituents of members. There may be 
private claims to be promoted solely in the 
departments. The disposition of business 
of this character is quite as actively under- 
taken by the Executive as the Legislature, 
There are pensions to be taken up out of 
order, patents to be looked after, and, most 
important of all, appoiniments to be pro- 
cured. The insolence of some of the de- 
mands made on Congressmen for places un- 
der the Government almost passes be- 
lief, It is a matter of record that 
one of the Chicago Congressmen, a 
man of large influence and position at 
home, was recently threatened with the 
wrath of his constituents if he would not 
procure a better place for à person appointed 
by the influence of his predecessor. It was 
not merely a place, but a better place, that 
was demanded, and the applicant until that 
moment Was wholly unknown to the Con- 
gressman. 

The want of a civil-service system has thus 
become an important obstruction to the busi- 
ness of Congress, The time of members is so 
much taken up in running about the depart- 
ments and in personal correspondence that 
they have little energy left for public busi- 
ness. The House dawdles along with less 
than a quorum usually in the ball, and the 
din and clatter of conversation when mem- 
bers are in their seats drowns any ordinary 
debate. Members are not there for the pur- 
pose of hearing what is going on, but to 


are unscrupulous, endeavor to make out

Chase were 
fully justified by the facts, and the writing of | 
such a letter to an intimate friend, marked 
confidential“ and not designed to exert any 
official or public influence, was about the 
only means at Garfield’s command to free 
himself from the imputation of having coun- 
seled or assented to the unfortunate dilatory 
policy which had wasted several months of 
precious time in striking an effective blow at 
the enemy. 
had won over Bragg at Stone River in the 
previous winter was decided and important, 
and resulted in Bragg's retreat.

The spring wore on and passed, and no ai- 
tack was made. Midsummer came and still 
no forward movement. Dissatisfaction with 
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loud and general; but, as Garfield wrote Chase,

Cumberland approved of that do-nothing 
course. Garfield was simply anxious that 
his frien@, Gov. Chase, should know he de- 
murred, and subsequent events confirmed 
the superiority of his judgment and military 
sagacity. 

2. The letter which Garfield wrote to Rose- 
crans in 1880 is by no means a denial of the 
Chase letter; on the contrary, Garfield ad- 
mitted that he had written several letters to 
Chase, and challenged their reproduction as 
containing nothing of disloyalty to his 
former friend and commander. Nor does 
the private Chase letter, now it is published, 
convict Garfield of anything like deception. 
Itis crowded with glowing expressions of 
Garfield’s love for Rosecrans. There is not 
a single harsh reflection upon Rosecrans’ 
character, but a protest against the alarming 
dilatory policy which was being pursued, 
and against which Garfield was the only 
man who stood out. The letter was writ- 
ten in self-defense. Garfield knew that 
the country was indignant at the un- 
necessary and dangerous delay in striking 
the enemy, and he wanted an intimate friend 
to know that he dissented from the policy 
which had been adopted. He felt that what 
had been accomplished in July might have 
been done with far better resultstwo months 
earlier. He foresaw that history would re 
cord the terribie error, and he was intent up 
on being relieved from a share of the blame 
which ought not to attach to him. He did 
not dissent publicly. He was gcullty of no 
insubordination. He did not even reflect 
upon the judgment of Rosecrans; but wrote 
his own opinion frankly and fully to his 
friend, and declared his intention of seeking 
adifferent field of action in case the do- 
nothing policy should be continued in the 
future. Rosecrans refused to strike until 
after Bragg’s army had been powerfully re- 
inforved by the corps of Johnston, Buckner, 
and Longstreet, swelling Bragg’s army from 
40,000 up to 68.000 men.

of a great debt or with.that of burdensome 
But the United States is con- 
fronted with that dilema. There is a debt 
to be paid, but the surplus is too large 
forthe purpose. The debt must be pro- 


| vided for, so that the surplus may not be 


wholly extinguished, but the sum now 
available being raised by taxation is 
thought to be too large to be made a 
permanent charge upon the people. The 
numerous raids organized to deplete 
Treasury owe their existence to the surplus. 
Now, it is the duty of the majority both to 
reduce taxation and, if possible, to repulse 
the raiders. If it should fail in either part 
of its task it would have a sorry record to 
present to the peovie in the eleetions ot next 
fall. The elections are an ever present terror 
to profligate Congressmen. Their force is 
so well recognized that it is not intended 
now to push some of the most outrageous 
schemes before Congress. It is thought, for 
example, that the Eads ship-railway bill 
will simply be put through the Senate this 
session, and that it will be left for the House 
to act upon after the eleetions, The idea of 
the promoters of the jobis that it may suc- 
ceed in the expiring hours of Congress, 
much as the salary-grab did in 1878. 

The conservatism of the majority is there- 
fore an important cause of the slowness of 
action in the present Congress. Responsibili- 
ty has brought caution and extreme watch- 
fulness in its train. The Republican majori- 
ty does not lack able and conscientious men. 
but tne influence which they exert is all in 
the direction of prudent and deliberate 
action. To them itisuwing that no impor- 
tant measure of finance, tax-reform, or gen- 
eral foreign policy has yet been adopted, and 
no sharp antagonism of party has yet been 
provoked. The refuctance of the Repub- 
licans to do anything that will excite the 
prejudices of their opponents or bring on a 
long siege of filibustering, is indeed one of 
the most noteworthy signs of this session. 
But the period of truce has nearly expired. 
It will be impossible much longer to con- 
tinue the conciliatgry policy without laying

of 95,000, The people have not yet forgotten 
the result of that dreadful battle, The army, 
nearly wrecked, fell back to Chatta- 
nooga, where it intrenched itself, and 
nearly starved before Grant and Sherman 
could make forced marches from the Missis- 
sippi River for its rescue. It was in Rose- 
crans’ power at any time between April and 
June to have erushed and routed Bragg’s 
41,000 Rebels with his 70,000 fearless Western 
soldiers; but he refused to budge until after 
the three Rebel armies had united and out- 
numbered his forces, and then he fought 
them. It was common report at the time 
that Rosecrans was in the habit of imbibing 
too freely; and in consequence had not the 
full use of his normal powers of mind. This 
was the reported cause at the time for his 
unaccountable procrastination. Gen. Joe 
Hooker, who was a dashing fighter, was 
badly addicted to whisky, and it was too 
much of that liquia in his head which caused 
him to lose the battle of Chancellorville, 
Whisky was the reported trouble also with 
Gen. Sturgis at Guntown, resulting in the 
destruction of a veteran army by half the 
number of ragamuffin assailants.

The Senate on Thursday passed the bill to 
suspend the immigration of Chinese to this 
country for twenty years, except when they 
come here officially, or on temporary busi- 
ness, or as travelers. The wonder is not that 
the bill passed, but that it was at the end 
voted against by so many, including several 
who had supported the general features of 
the bill during the debate. 

The poliſt made by several of those who, 
supporting the bill, finally voted against it 
was that the exclusion was to continue 
twenty years instead of ten years, as they 
proposed. If the exclusion was necessary 
and justifiabie at all, then the twenty years 
was not excessive. The Chinese are utterly 
unlikely to change their character as a race 
within ten years. To have adopted the 
shorter term would be only a temporary sus- 
pension of the agitation, which would be re- 
newed in a short time. Upon this small pre- 
tense even Mr. Edmunds, whose argument 
had sustained the bill, put himself on record 
against it. Having established the wis- 
dom and necessity, the justice aud right, of a 
total and perpetual exclusion, he voted 
against it altogether because the exclusion 
was not limited to ten years instead of 
twenty years. A weaker pretext could not 
be found. 

The debate on this bill, however, will have 
the effect of disabusing the minds of many 
people that there is something in the Consti- 
tution or principles of our Government 
which compels the United States to open 
wide its doors and welcome all the inhabit- 
ants of the earth to come hither, without 
reference to their character, their civiliza- 
tion, their national habits and antecedents, 
their purpose, their social system, or their 
politicai education. Nothing of the kind is 
to be found in the Constitution, or in the 
history or theory of our Government. 

No nation on earth has ever surrendered 
or abandoned the right to close its doors to 
receive any and every foreign people at its 
pleasure. To each nation belongs the right 
to admit to its association whatever aliens it 
pleases, and to be the exclusive judge of the 
expediency of so doing. No nation has 
maintained this so stringently as have the 


Chinese themselves. For forty centuries . 


they have denied admission to the people of 
all other nations of the earth, and they still 
maintain that exclusiveness in all its old 
rigor. They regard all European and Ameri- 
can nations with aversion, and hold them in 
contempt, calling them barbarians, carnivor- 
ous beasts, destitute of knowledge, religion, 
or refinement, and unfit to associate with the 
Celestials, to be vigilantly excluded from the 
Celestial Kingdom, inhabited by the descend- 
ants of the Celestial deities. 

Who are the coolies, and why do they come 
to this country ? They are essentially slaves, 
but have a superstitious reverence for the 
superiority of China and its Government, 
They come here to despoil the “ barbarian.” 
They sell themselves to the live-stock brokers 
called the “Six Companies” for a term of 
years. In consideration of having their 
passage to and from this country paid, they 
agree to labor for the Six Companies for a 
stated number of years, and from their earn- 
ings to pay back the cost of their transporta- 
tion hither and their return, dead or alive, 


to China, paying one-half of everything they 


earn. The balance they take home with them 
at the end of their servitude. They are 
therefore contract slaves, laboring for one of 
the six Chinese companies, and live here in 
the most degraded and impoverished manner. 
The agents of the. Six Companies” in San 
Francisco have every coolie registered on 
his arrival. They procure employment for 
the coolies, fix and divide their wages with 
them, and when the term of servitude is 
ended send them home and replace them 
with fresh bondmen, No Ohinaman ever 
comes to this country intending to becume a 
citizen, and not one in a thousand ever does. 
They arrive as aliens, remain as aliens, and 
go away as aliens. 

The Constitution of the United States of- 
fers, under the provisions of a general law, 
the privilege of naturalization to Europeans 
who come here, renouncing their nationality 
and becoming identified with and absorbed 
into the American National family. But the 
law does not even theoretically include the 
Chinese. They abhor America, and its laws, 
and its people. ‘They are here as aliens, to 
accumulate money, and then, giving piace 
to fresh hordes in the same pursuit, go back 
to China. They come here as laborers, with- 
out families, to cut under those of our own 
people who have families, and destroy their 
means of living; in fact, as superior beings 


their purpose is to despoil the “ barbarians.” 


The legality, humanity, justice, and em- 
inent propriety of closing the doors to an 
irruption of these unwelcome Asiatics, who 
number several hundred millions, is self- 
evident. It is a matter vital to the safety of 
the American people, socially and politically, 
and to the peace of mind and sense of safety 
of the industrial classes.

World, Eads said: “1 am sure 
that the Mexican people are almost unani- 
mous in their desire to have the United 
States extend the aid which is required for 
the railway, but I am satisfied that they 
would gladly have England do it rather than 
not have the ship-railway built.” Andagain, 
explaining what might happen in certain 
contingencies, he adds: 

If the stock of the company should pass 
the control of British capitalists the 
States, having declined to give the aid which I 
ask, wouid be estopped afterwards from setting 
up any opposition to such aid being extended by 
any other Government. and if Engiand did ex- 
tend such aid to the company she would acquire 
ap interest and control of the railway tnat it 
would be impossible to deprive her of except at 
the successful end of a war, and in such a war 
she would no doubt have the sympathies and aid 
of Mexico berseif, for the reason that there is a 
universal sentiment in Mexico in favor of the 
building of the ship-railway, 

This is all very well, but Eads forgot to tell 
the last Congress that by the treaty obtained 
from Mexico this country would have no con- 
trol over the ship-railroad in time of war, and 
he has forgotten to tell this Congress that 
this defect still remains. But this is neither 
here nor there. In time of war this country 
would take care of herself, without refer- 
ence to Mexico, England, or Eads. If there 
is one opinion among the people of this 
country stronger than another with regard 
to his speculation, it Is to let England have it 
if she wants it. If England is ready with 
her money, why doesn’t he take it and go 
ahead? That he is still hounding Congress 
shows pretty conclusively that English 
money is not ready. No speculator could 
resist such a temptation. Eads has very 
loose ideas about the status of the present 
Congress. He does not seem to be aware 
that its members will go home for reélection 
next fall, and that they do not care to remain 
at home. All of them want to go back, and 
as that would not be possible if they had 
allowed him to get fifty or sixty millions of 
dollars out of the Treasury to conduct an ex- 
perimental speculation he might as well give 
up any further blandishments or threats and 


accept the English offers.

Loxpon, March 9, 1882.—The Telegraph, in its 
financial column this morning, publishes a let- 
ter which states that itis rumored in well in- 
formed quarters that negotianons have taken 
place between the Direct and the new American 
Cable [Gould's] Companies witb reference to a 
joint-purse arrangement and raising the tariff 
to two shillings, or 50 cents, per word, It is stated 
that this proposed arrangement will be sprung 
upon the meeting of the Anglo-American Cable 
Company on next Priday. 


The old cable company has been charging 
for a year or two past one shilling, or 25 cents, 
a word between London and New York, and 
making a large profit at that rate. For some 
years past the duplicate system has been in 
use on the ocean cables—that is, sending 
messages over a cable each way at the same 
time, and thus doubling the carrying capac- 
ity of the cables without additional expense 
to the company. Jay Gould, perceiving the 
enormous profit the old company was mak- 
ing at a shilling a word, determined to lay 
two competing cables, which are now nearly 
ready to begin transmitting messages. But 
the first effect of the new competition, it 
appears, will be to double the tolls on 
messages. Gould has entered into a 
conspiracy against the public to dou- 
ble the cost of ocean telegraphy. This 
is competion with a vengeance, When 
the privilege of landing his cables on the 
American shores was given him no stipula- 
tion was made as to the rate he might charge 
for transmitting dispatches. He prociaimed 
his intention, however, to cheapen the tolls. 
The London Telegraph shows in what way 
he proposes to redeem his promise. If the 
five working cables now find business 
enough to occupy the wires twelve to sixteen 
hours out of the twenty-four at 2 cents a 
word, how many hours’ work will there be 
for seven cables, each charging 50 cents per 
word? There will not be half as many 
words to send at two shillings as at one shil- 
ling a word; perhaps not over one-third as 
many. The cable companies will find that 
in their blind greed to rob the business pub 
lic they have overreached themselves,

OBITUARY. 
DEATH OF UNITED STATES MINISTER HENRY 
GARNET. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago 
New Yorx, March 10.— The Rev. Henry High- 
land Garnet, United States Minister to Siberia, 
whose death at Monrovia Feb. 13 was reported 
today, was born in slavery. In earlyyyouth 
he came with bis parents to New York and at- 
tended the African free-scnool at No. 1 Mulberry 
street, and was a pupil there when Lafayette 
visited the school. In_ 1835 he was aamitted 
to the Canaan Academy in New Hampshire. 
Among eighty white students there were six 
colored, and neighboring people were greatly 
displeased. The subject created so mien dis- 
cussion that at length an armed body of men 
made an attack on the academy. Garnet, with 
a couble-barreled gun, fired at them from his 
bedroom-window. 
THE MOB SCATTERED, 
and the building was spared. The six obnoxious 
students were notified by the ringleader of the 
mob to quit the State within fourteen dz ys, and 
they went away. On the day of the riot Garnet 
met Julia Williams, who afterwards became his 
honored wife. He returned to New York and 
was admitted into the Oneida Institute at 
Whitestone, where he remained five years, 
graduating with honor in 183, He spent ten 
years in preaching and teaching in 
Troy. In 1850 Dr. Garnet was sent as a delegate 
from the Pennsylvania Peace Society to the 
World’s Peace Congress at Frankfort-on- the- 
Main. He sailed for this country on the day 
THE FUGITIVE SLAVE BILL BECAME A LAW. 
When the Peace Congress adjourned he went to 
England, and during bis three years’ stay there 
andin Ireland lectured frequently upon the 
subject of slavery. After that be was sent 
as a missionary to Jamaica by the United 
Scotch Presbyterian Church. Two years later 
be came back to America at the risk of being 
sent to Maryland under the Fugitive Slave law. 
He reached New York with his family in 1855, 
and was wade pastor of the Shiloh Presbyterian 
Church, a position which be held for twenty- 
six years. During the War he was 
an honorary Chaplain of colored troops, and in 
1864 be preached in the Capitol at Wasbingtun, 
-being the first colored man who ever made a 
speech of any «ind in that building. Oneof 
President Garfield's last official acts was to ap- 
point Dr. Garnet United States Minister and 
Consul-General to Liberia. 
DEATH OF DWYER, THE PUGILIST. 
John J. Dwyer, the well-known pugilist of 
Brooklyn, died tonight at St. Peter's Hospital 
from consumption. Twelve years ago he fought 
and whipped Butt Riley in the prize-ring. 
He constantly appeared at sparring exbibitions, 
and was always ready to put on the gloves. He 
was challenged by James Elliott, and fought bim 
in May, 1879, at Long Point, Canada, coraing off 
the victor in a few rounds. Then he 
claimed the championship of the United States 
and was finaliy challenged by Paddy Ryan, of 
Troy. The arrangements forthe fight never 
were completed, though. Dwyer was ready at 
any time to enter the ring with him. Dwyer 
finally said he Would give up the prize- 
ring, and aftgrward obtained the position 
of clerk in the City Clerk's office. His wife was 
a member of the Rev. Dr. Fulton’s church, and 
she got the Doctor interested in bim, and 
through his intiuence he was appointed 
a .clerk in Justice Courtney's court. 
This positien brought him in contact with 
men who spend a great part of their time in the 
barrooms, and Dwyer soon learned to drink to 
excess. This, together with the irregular hours 
he kept, led to the disease which caused his 
death. Dwyer was 3 years of age.

BOOK-MAKING. 
IT IS JUDICIALLY DECIDED TO BE GAMBLING.

New York, March 10.—Judge McAdam heid 
today in the Marine Court that book-making is 
gat biting and contrary to law. His decision was 
rendered in the suit of Jeremiah Haley aguinst 
Alfred H. Cridge. Haley sued Cridge for $500,

He explained upon the witness-stand that 
Cridge, being a book-maker who operates upon 
the principal race-courses throughout the 
country, engaged him to accompany bim, 
and, by conversations with borse-owners, jock- 
eys, and others, to procure information upon 
which bets could be based and books regulated. 
His compensation was to be $500 for the season 
and an allowance of $5 a day for hotel and gen- 
eral expenses.

Judge McAdam heid that book-mdking is only 
another nume for gambling; that all contracts 
made in furtherance of bets and wagers are 
legal and void, and that recovery can be 
nad on such contracts in a court of justice. He 
thereupon dismissed the complaint. 


THE LIBEL SUIT. 
THE PLAINTIFF ON THE WITNESS-STAND.

FREIGHT-RATES. 
AN ARGUMENT IN FAVOR OF DIFFERENTIAL 
FREIG HT-RATES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicag@ Tribune. 

New York, March 10.—The Produce Exchange 
today submitted to the Advisory Commission an 
argument prepared by Mr. E. H. Walker, its 
statistician, which was intended to show 
that New York was entitled to differen- 
tial freight-rates in its favor, although it 
only asked for equal rates. The Baltimore & 
Onio and the Pennsylvania Railroads claimed 
the differences in favor of Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia, first, on account of their shorter lineal 
length of rail lines; and second, on account of 
the claimed difference in the rutes of freight to 
Europe. Neither of the claims, Mr. Walker says, 
bas any important basis either in justice or 
reason. The average ocean freights are about 
the same from the three ports of Baitimore, 
Philadelphia, and New York, being very slightly 
more from Baltimore and very sligbtiy ‘less 
from Boston than from either of the three ports, 
and almost 
IDENTICAL AT PHILADELPHIA WITH NEW 

YORK, 

The only break between the Northern lakes 
and the (ulf, the Valley of the Mohawk, affords 
a natural formation in the surface of New 
York especially adapted for railroad construc- 
tion. The great advantages in gradients are 
such, Mr. Walker affirms, that if any claim can be 
in good reason made of a difference ia rates of 
freight between Western poiuts and the sea- 
board, it should be in favor and not against New 
York. The cost of operating a _ railroad 
with the bBeavy grades of the Penn- 
syivania and Baltimore & Ohio Roads 
is 80 much larger, although their lineal distagce 
is somewhat less than thatof the New York 
roads, they are, in justice and right, to reveive 
larger pay for the service reudered, and the New 
York roads, in this view of the case, would 
HAVE RIGHT AND JUSTICE ON THEIR PART 
in claimmg thatthe difference in the rates of 
freight, if any, should be in their favor, and not 
against them. Statistical tables of the rail grain 
movement are appended to show that all the 
varied concessions by differential rates that have 
been made to the competing roads have resulted 
in their gain and a corresponding loss to the 
New York roads and to New York's trade and 
commerce. Tho New York roads bave, by these 
concessions, delivered at Atlantic seaports only 
about one-third of the aggregate of the grain 
receipts by the four trunk lines. New York and 
the New York roads, Mr. Walker concludes, ask 
only for equal rail rates from competing West- 
ern points to the Atlantic.

Grain Pipe Lines—A Western Man's 
Invention, 
Correspondence New York Brening Post. 

WARREN, Pa., March 6.— The transportation of 
crude petroleum in Western and Northwestern 
Pennsylvania by pipe lines is aot a very ancient 
iu vention or discovery, and the writer can dis- 
tinctly remember the time when a scheme for 
carrying oil from the producing centres to the 
tide-water shipping ints through pipes 
would have been considered the wiidest con- 
ception of a _ visionary. The success. of 
the experiment of conveying the oleaginous 
compound dy pipe lines from ane“ point to 
another bas inspired some ingenious and ener- 
getic minds to the study of the problem of the 
trausportation of grain from the prairies of the 
flourishi West to thé grain-elevators and 
milisof the great commercial centres. + Several 
years bave transpired in experiments to this 
end, and it is claimed that the results attained 
fully demonstrate the entire practicability of 
the project. The process bas been patented, so 
much confidence is being felt in its utility. The 
originator ot. this wonderful and important in- 
vention is a Western man. 

Mr. A. K. Williams, of Minneapolis, Minn., the 
inventor, expects to obtain from the use of ma- 
chinery, which be is ordering at Titusville, in 
this State, a current of air moving at the rate of 
from seventy-tive to 100.miles an hour. It is 
hardly time to explain the invention (as it is not 
com piete), except to say that it is a combination 
of well-known principles of pneumatics and 
mechanical philosophy. eXhuustion of air 
in the receiver creates a current through the 
pipe which communicates with the open bin of 
grain, carrying the grain in suspension through 
the centre of the pipe, the compressed air form- 
lug a cushion around the outside. There is no 
attrition of the kerneis, each grain being im- 
. in its individuality, Uke chaff before the 

It may occur to the scientific mind that tne 
resistance of the air may have somehow to be 
overcome in extended distances, but it is as- 
serted that a force of relay pumps can be in- 
serted at necessary intervals. It is understood 
that the experiment bas bas been made for a 
distance of 500 feet, and P ved an entire suc- 
cess. The next test will be a full mile. Mr. 
Williams arrived at Titusville from St. Paul, 
Minn., a short time ago, at is busily engaged in 
completing his arrangements for the manu- 
facture ang purchase of pumps and fittings 
suitabie to the development of the experiment.

Two Acres of Land Above a CoaleMine 
Cave in. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 10.—One of the most 
extensive cave-ins that ever occurred in this 
vicinity was announced this afternoon, and at 
present great excitement, not unmixed with 
alarm, prevails in the neighborhood. The scene 
of the disaster is what is known as the Old Balti- 
more Mine, just a little beyond the eastern 
boundaries of this city. It appears that on 
Wednesday morning a gangway in the colliery 
fell, ana shortly after the surface became dis- 
turbed. The first accident bappened at a depth 
of 200 feet below the surface. This afternoon 
about two acresof the latter went down sud- 
denly, to the consternation of the people 
residing in the vicinity. Luckily there were no 
houses on the land 1 way, altbough a 
uumber stand just on sou ro margin. 
The inhabitants of these tenements are now 
busy removing their househoid goods, fearing 
that the cave-in may widen during the night. 
Thousands of peopic are gather about the 
place and gangs of men are at work trying to 
provide a defense aguinpst a further extension 
of the cuve- iu. The opening into the mines is 
very large and is widening continually. Thisaft- 
ernoon the greater portion of one man’s property 
bad entirely disappeared. Near the cave-bole is 
a small stream, which was turned in another di- 
rection, but the ground where it was is very wet 
and soft, and the quicksand, together with the 
soft mud and water, is faliiag down the gang- 
way witha terrific sound. Teams are busily 
engaged io drawing huge timbers to the spot, 
which are thrown into the bole in order to biock 
it and thus prevent the rush of water and sand. 
Allbougb an immense deal of these timbers and 
old trees bave been used it appears 
as though very little had been done. 
This will have 4 disastrous effect 
on the workings of the mine. It will throwa 
large portion of No. 3 Baltimore idle, and at the 
present time large bodies of gas have accumu- 
lated there. It also shuts off the air-course 
reaching to the Conyngham shaft, and that mine 
will be unable to proceed with its operadons un- 
til the cave ceases working and the obstruction 
made by it removed. The gap tonight is still 
working, and there is no teiling when it will

The pubiic will no doubt be surprised to learn 
that the iow passenger rates diffing the past 
summer bave given such great dissatisfaction, 
and will no doubt feel grateful to thé trunk 
une managers for their great consideration in

MESSRS. KINGMAN AND SHAW ON THE RAIL- 
ROAD BUWIDGES, ETC. 

President Martin Kingman, of the State Board 
of Canal Commissioners, Peoria, and Commis- 
sioner B. F. Shaw, of Dixon,are at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, having arrived yesterday from 
Lockport, where the reguiar monthly meeting 
of the Canal Commirsiovers was beid Thursday. 
At the Lockpurt meeting no business of impor- 
tance outside of the regular routine wa’ trans- 
acted, but Messrs. Kingman and Shaw were em- 
powered to make leases of certain cana! prop- 
erty to Chicago parties who bad put ia bids for it.

Chancellorsville and Gettysburg. 

The sixth volume in Seribner's Cam- 
paigns of the Civil War “is an account of 
the decisive campaign which freed the 
Northern States from invasion, and has been 
prepared by Gen, Abner Doubleday, an act- 
ive participantin the battles he describes. 
The writer was one of the Fort Sumter de- 
fenders, a fact which put stars on the shoul- 
ders of every officer in that gallant little 
band, with the exception of three, two of 
whom died, and the third deserted. 

It was a fortunate chance that made Gen- 
erals out of Lieutenants, rather than military 
experience and demonstrated ability to plan, 
to lead, and to command. This point is re- 
ferred to here solely to show that the criti- 
cism on the conduct of some of his superior 
oflicers, and on their methods of fighting bat- 
tles, as well as on their personal abil- 
ities as commanding officers, is not the 
result of extensive and extraordinary 
experience on the part of the critic. The 
strictures are based upon a study of past 
events made years after their occurrence 
when the writer was calmly and leisurely re- 
surveying the details of the contests en- 
gagedin. Butit is quite likely that those 
so freely found fault with, so harshly criti- 
cised, might now adopt different plans— 
under similar circumstances—from those 
which seemed best to them at the time. Gen. 
Doubleday is reviewing Howard’s command 
of the Eleventh Co at Chancellorsville, 
and Meade’s man ent of the three days’ 
fighting at Gettysburg nearly twenty years 
after the events described, with both sides 
of the questions before him, when a score of 
years before there was but one side known and 
the rest was pure speculation. Nor should 
it be forgotten that Gen. Meade relieved 
Doubleday from his command on the field of 
battle. Our first objection to this book is, 
therefore, that its writer appears to 
have written it largely with a view of grati- 
fying personal feeling against Gen. O. O. 


Howard, so continuous and persistent are 


his reflections upon every move made by that 
officer. Taking up the story of the War 


where Gen. Palfrey left off—at the end of 
the battle of Fredericksburg—Gen. Double- 


day takes in the period from May 1 to June 
3, 1863. If he is less impartial than Ropes, 


and less entertaining than Palfrey, his high 
rank at least invests his accounts of thg bat- 
tles with considerable authority. The “work 
fits naturally into its place in the series to 
which it belongs.

to say that it contains absolutely all that is 
at present known, for science is advancing 
too rapidly to be caught at a standstill dur- 
ing even the time of preparation required for 
a volume like this, but it places its reader in 
an approximately well informed condition 
as to the later theories and discoveries in re- 
gard to our luminary. It does not attempt 
to go into the minutis of solar physics as 
known to modern science. Manifestly itis im- 
possible to give ina briet notice any summary 
or statement of the contents of such a volume, 
and we will content ourselves with a mere men- 
tion of afew of the more striking facts and de- 
Auctions it contains. The sun 1s a globe of in- 
tensely-heated matter neariy 900,000 miles in 
diameter, with a superficies nearly 12,000 times 
as reat as that of our earth, and distant from 
us about 93,000,000 miles in round numbers. The 
effective heat ac its surface amounts to about 
Fanrenheit, enough to melt a solid 

shell of ice forty-eight and a halt feet thick 
over its whole surface every minute. The most 
remarkable deduction, however, is that the sun, 
while its density as a whole is fully one-quarter 
as great as that of the earth with all its solids, is 
con) posed of gases or matter in a gaseous state, 
and that these must, ian accordance with 
the known laws of gravitation, at the sun's cen- 
tre have a density far exceeding that of an 
known substance, solid or liquid, on the earth's 
surface. This would seem to require a remodel- 
ing of our common ideas in regard to the third 
form of matter, for we meet with nothing anal- 
ogous to such conditions in our ordinary experi- 
ence, and do not readily conceive of them. 

The methods of measuring the distance of the 
sun and of studying its surface with the spec- 
troscope, etc., are quite fairly stated, and in such 
a way as to be readily comprehensible by the 
average-cultured reader. The former are of in- 
terest now in view of the fact that another tran- 
sit of Venus is soon to occur, which can be ob- 
served to advantage over a considerabie portion 
of our territory. Asa whole, the work is valu- 
able; itis not too technical in tts style to be 
easily understood, and, as far as it pretends to 
go, it appears to give very clear and intelligible 
explananons of some of the leading facts of so- 
lar physics. 


Chicago River and Harbor Convention. 

The eighteenth number in the “ Fergus 
Historical Sertes” is devoted to the origin, 
proceedings, and statistics of the Chicago 
River and Harbor Convention of 1847. The 
book has been compiled and prepared by 
Robert Fergus, who has devoted to his task 
aq amount of labor and patient research that 
can only be properly appreciated by those 
who have followed him in his work during 
its progress. it may seem singular that it 
should require thirty-five years for the prepara- 
tion of an account of a convention of this kind, 
but the present revival of interest in the sub- 
ject renders the present publication a timely 
one now whatever the reasons of its delay. 
object of this convention, as stated in a sec- 
tion of the resolutions adopted at a meeting in 
Chivago in 1846, was the improvement of the 
navigation of Western rivers and the advauce- 
mont of internal commerce by the General Gov- 
ernment.” Perhaps the purport can be more 
clearly stated somewhat inthis form: To se- 
cure large appropriations for the improvement 
of rivers and the creation of harbors. The 
original idea of the convention was us a sort of 
indignant protest against President Polk's veto 
of certain lake items in the River and Harbor 
bil of 1846. The originatorof the movement 
wus Mr. W. Moseley Hall, who contributes sev- 
eral chapters to this volume and gives the first 
authentic account of its inception. The pam- 
pbhiet is an ares addition to a valuable 
series, and is published in this city by the Fergus 
Printing Company.

A Collection of Minor Theological 
Works. 

A new edition of Prayers by Theodore 
Parker,” by Louisa M. Alcott, with a short 
memoir by F. B. Sanborn, has been lately 
issued by Roberts Brothers, of Boston. The 
biographical notice is interesting. The 
prayers are poetical and seem devout. The- 
odore Parker is fond of cailing God Our 
Father and Mother.“ In his prayers he sel- 
dom takes any notice of Christ. He does, 
however, offer petitions as well as thanks- 
giving. ‘There are forty of these prayers. 
They will at least awaken thought in the 
minds of those who dissent from Mr. Par- 
ker’s theology. They consist of commun- 
ions with the Deity, and not, like some 
prayers we have lately heard of, of commun- 
ings with our own better thoughts. Theo- 
dore Parker was a man of genius, whatever 
may besaidof his peculiar religious views. 
He was an author not to be followed, but to 
be read for his eminent suggestiveness. 
Skeptical thinkers have now gone far be- 
yond him. Among the short prayers of Mr. 
Parker preserved by Mr. Sanborn we find 
the following beautiful hymn of devotion:

THE FARM. 


State and County Fairs. 

The old maxim that competition fs the life of 
trade holds with particular truth to the pro- 
fession of farming, and the occasions when this 
competition is foreibly presented are the local 
and State fairs. Of course the success of these 
fairs depends largely upon the character of the 
mea who manage them. In many counties in 
unde where wealth abounds, and where 
there is every incentive to success, the yearly 
fairs closely approach the nature of a farce. 
From a lack of judgment, or a disregard of 
business principles, these affairs are a los mg 
speculation. The best interests of the legitimate 
farmer are overshadowed by a propensity 
for worse-racing, and what should be a 
school of information for farmers 
and stock-breedere too often degen- 
erates into a mere contest of jockays, and 
a field where the unwary are taken in and dese 
for by the perambulating side-show and the un- 
ecrupulous gambler. It may not be practicable, 
but if it were possible to rule off the grounds of 
the fair associations every species of jockeyism 
and all kinds of gambling schemes, the farmer 
would be enabled to take advantage of what 
should be to him a school of information. It 
being the aim of nearly ali county associations 
to pay expenses at all hazards, there is an evi- 
dent disposition to do so without regard to the 
propricties. A county faircan be made to pay 
expenses without recourse to schemes that ap- 
proach the disreputable, and, as afair connot 
suceeed without the patronage and support of the 
farmers,they ha ve the remedy in their own hands. 
There is and always will be a certein portion of 
the agricultural class who will patronize horse- 
raciug for the love of the sport, but the better 
element among the farmers is Opposed to it, at 
least in counection with a fair of the character 
referred to. There is another weighty reason 
why county fairs do not succeed, and one that 
can be readily obviated. It is proverbial that a 
luck of cobperaion has always been manifested 
between the county and State organizations. 
The relations between them suould be cose and 
amicabie, and until such is the case there will 
ulways be more or less animosity and iil 
feeling, things which materially affect the 
success of a fair. Members of ikwal or 
county associations aspire to become repre- 
seutatives of their sections in tha State 
Board of Agricuituee, and, failing to fod them- 
selves among tbe chosen few aliow, a feeling of 
jealousy to goveru their actions, the resuit be- 
} inditference to the success of their local 
faire, and in too many instances a disregard of 
the advantages which attach to the State fairs, 
which oucht to be te tae advantage and con- 
tribute to the education of every farmer. Some 
of the Eastern States have determmed to create 
a revolution lu this regard, and efforts are being 
made to bring about closer relauons between the 
State boards and the minor agricultural associa- 
tions. lilinols can profit by the exatwple of 
Massachusetts and New Jersey. where measures 
have been re®eutly adopted with this end in 
view, and what ie true of this State is equaliy 
true of every Western State. 


The First Stilo. 
The system of ensilage is the invention of M. 
Auguste Goffart, of Burtin, in Bologne, which 
old province of France embraces a partof the 
plateau of the’ Upper Loire, and is now inciuaed 
ju the Departments of Loir-et-cher and Lolret. 
inFrance. M. Goffart’s experiments cover a 
period of twenty-five years, and have been a 
series of partial fuilures untii within the last 
seven years. The primo cause of failure was a 
lack of knowledge of tho necessity for the abso- 
laté exclusion of air and exterior moisture, 
which M. Goffartafteran expensive expvrience 
has finally mastered. His silos are looked upon 
as the pattern ones of the world, but, owing 
to their cost, are beyond the means of 
the average farmer. The practical usefulness 
and saving in cost which follows the practice of 
thus preserving fodder can no longer be doubt- 
ed, and wuen li has been discovered that a cheap 
pit Gan de bullt which will enswer every pur- 
pose the system will bave as many entBusiastic 
advocates; in this country as it now has ia 
France, American tagenulty will probabiy soon 
solve this question—ia fact, a Vermont farmer 
asserts his ability to buitdasilo above ground 
that will preserve the feed, and fn which nil the 
best resulte of an underground pit can be at- 


tained, 

M. Goffart states that from October, 1878, to 
October, 1870, be fed hundreds of auimals iu his 
saible exclusively with ensilage during the win- 
ter, and that they enjoyed most excellent health, 
and be claims that the cattie bad better appe- 
tites for the eusilawed fodder than they had for 
frosh grasses or bay. He made a careful caicu- 
lation as to the cost of feed per animal per diem, 
and found that the expense amounted to a frac- 
tion over three cents to feed an anima! weighing 
Law pounds, 


Ohickens Without Hens. 
At a recent meeting of the North American 
Poultry Association at New Concord, O., the 
subject of incubators was thoroughly discussed, 
and the following facts substantially estab- 
lished: that the only way to raise chickens with 
ecrtainty for the early markets is by the use of 
incubators; chat a good incubator will nate 
from 70 to 8) per ont ot the eggs put into it; 
that people living ia cities who nave not room to 
keep bens can use incubators successfully, get- 
ting eus from grocers or farmers near by; that 
with special care 0 ohickens may be raised tu 
market size ina room fifteen feet square; that 
the business of raising poultry is particulariy 
adapted to ladies and infirm people, 
both in the city and country; that 
live ehickens from eight to twelve weeks 
old will sellin the East in April, May, June, and 
July at from 40 to 75 cents a pound, orfrom $1 
to $1.50, aceording to variety and condition. As 
the mass of ypie are ignorant of the profits of 
poultry-raising. cannot afford to buy expensive 
incubators, and do not Know that they can 
make a good cheap incubator themselves with 
which to bated both eariy and late chickens, the 
tollowing resolution was adopted by the associ- 
tion:

It is said that owing te the etforts of the mitlers 
the decline lu the price of wheat averages about 
20 cents per bushel throughout the State. The 
producers are Calling mass-meetings to protest 
against the monopoly. 

A writer in the Rural World gives what he be- 
lie vos to be the proper manoer of sowing sortho 
for forage. He says: “Firat the sorgho-seed, 
about one and one-half bushels to the acre. Cut 
with a side-delivery reaper. Let the gaveis lay 
about twelve hours, then turn to cure on the 
other side, after they can be bound ana shocked, 
and after standing in shock about ten days to 
two weeks stack for winter use.“ The above 
method. so far as curing is coneerned, will rec- 
ommend iteelf to farmers who have in view the 
building of silos for preserving fodder. Of 
course, when out and cured, it will be necessary 
to remove the product at once to the pits.

How Milk at the Factories Is Paid For. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 

CepaArnsura, Wis., March %—Iin your article 
entitled Tue Great Dairy Garden of the Fut- 
ure,” in Tus Tarpune of the th ult., among a 
mass of valuable information and sound de- 
ductions, you have an error of statement in re- 
gard to the financial modus operandi of the 
dairy business that is, because of the magni-

millions—too large to go uncorrected. 

You state that the patrons of creameries de- 
liver their mik each day, and receive there- 
for, upon weighing and testmg it, “the cash in 
hand.“ You state further the same proceed- 
ings take place at the cheese facturies, the milk- 
producer “ securing the price of it on delivery.“ 

The statements, bowever honestly supposed 
by the writer to be true, are not so in point of 
fact, and hence must convey to the unposted a 
radically different idea of the management of 
the very important element of the business— 
the financial part—from that which actually 
takes place. The waste of the clerical labor that 
would be required to do business in that way is 
not the chief reason why payments are not thus 
made, vast as that waste of time to both parties 
would be; but the more controlling reason is 
that the manufacturers have neither the dispo- 
sition or the millions upon millions of ready 
cash capital it, would take to thus make specu- 
lators of themselves in dairy products by pur- 
suing the course you allege. The truth is that 
itis au avorage of from twenty to thirty days 
from the time the dairyman delivers his milk be- 
fore the butter-factory man knows from the 
receipts from sales what that milk was worth 
when weighed, and then pays for so much as 
was embraced in the sale; and the cheese-fac- 
tory man is at least three weeks longer in ascer- 
taining the same facts and dividing the pro- 
ceeds. During thie maturing of the crop, as you 
might justly view it, it. makes a vast difference 
in the stability of the business whether the capi- 
talists who really own that maturing crop are 
the farmers or the butter and cheese manufact- 
urers. The ups and downs in prices of dairy 
products make too vast a “margin,” as your 
Board of Trade men would term it, to make it 
safe to have any other class than the farmers at 
the base while this maturing of the crop goes 
on. The farmer who puts his capital into land. 
buildings, teams, and cows to make a permanent 
business of milk-production needa a place of 
delivery daily that is not at the mercy of the 
risks of speculation and which may be closed by 
disastrous results just at the time his milx-har- 
vest is befhg gathered. However useful the 
mere speculator may be to him, he doesn’t want 
him in the person of his manufacturer unless he 
isa man of vast wealth and great business on- 
pacity. To be an enduring and reliable business 
to him his ownership of the crop must attach to 
it until the dividend is made. A load of wheat 
in good condition is a of a matured crop, 
and the farmer may properly—as there are no 
more ghanges to be made in it to make it a 
commercial commodity—demand pay for it on 
delivery. But milk is not only not a matured 
crop, but it ig a very perishable substance 
that is to bave its value very olaterially modi- 
fied by manufacturmg and by the condition of 
the market during the time it takes to make of 
ita matured crop—that is, get it where it is 
ready for consumption or can be heid without 
material Change. ence no man can pay for it 
on delivery without assuming risks that it is not 
well for the business for the nere maker to take 
upon bimseif. As well demand that the grain 
deniers shall fix the price of the crop to the 
farmer when the seed ig sown, regardless of the 
yield, the season, or the autumn price. Ags the 
time for the speculator in grain to step in is 
when the crop can be delivered, a0 the time for 
speculation to commence in dairy products 
is — the butter is packed and cheese 
cured, 

So disastrous have been the results to farmers 
and makers of attempts, even in a comparative- 
ly Small way, to do business under the fixed- 
price system ou delivery—actuai pay down never 
was practiced—that itis almost invariably dis- 
used; indeed, pertains only to that portion of 
the milk that is consumed in cities, that has u 
fixed retail market price, or is sold to condens- 
ing factories, 

Still the dairy business is annoyed by the un- 
reasoning beginners, who, not knowing them- 
selves what they would really take for their 
milk on dejivery, yet demand the maker shall 
ug reo to pay about the highest price milk ever 
reached, and thus contract to wipe himself out 
25 n manufacturer in the unwise attempt 
to become a  speculator. Because of 
this “relic Of barbarism” in the dairy 
business, which vou are mistaken in think- 
ing universaily obtains, I have used more space 
to give the roason for the better system that 
now, in the main, prevails, than 12 the cor- 
rection of an error of statement would justify 
me in using. 

It is a vast business that will soon occupy this 
“Great Dairy Garden.“ and immeusely impor- 
tant to it t it should rest upon a secure 
financial basis. J. A. SMITH. 


The Use of Coloring. 

The practice of coloring butter has of late 
years become weil-nigh universal in nearly ali 
the great dairy districts of the country. There 
are innumerable patent decoctions used for this 
purpose, and it has become a part of every but- 
termaker's outfit to have on hand a supply*of 
coloring, by the use of which he ig enabled to 
grass butter during the entire year. 
At all events the ecolorimg gives the 
butter a rich. yellow appearance, 
which, although it is a species of deception, is 
none the less what might be termed a winning 
card played by the buttermakers. 

The manufacturers of compounds claim 
that, being made from purely vegetable matter, 
no injurious effects can possibly follow its use, 
yet there are those who claim that these color- 
ing compounds are more or less injurious. The

Danish Butter. 

At a dairymen’s convention recently held at 
Belleville, Out., referring to buttermaking in 
Europe, Mr. Sarre, Of Quebec, said that 
Denmark nad long been famous tor 
her butter, which brought the highest 
price in the London market. They fed their 
cows 60 Carefully ‘and so well that they pro- 
duced rather more butter in the winter than in 
the summer. The system of deep setting is gen- 
erally adopted, and the centrifugal system is 
deemed the best for extracting the creams. 
The Danes used to make butt on the sweet sys- 
tem, because it had then proved that butter 
would keep longer if made on this plan. it ro- 
quired more cream, however, and now the 
cream is aciduiated, but very slightly. The 
churning lasts about forty-five minutes, the 
speed being about 125 revolutions per minute. 
The churning is stopped as soon as the butter 
comes in small pellicies. They then take the 
butter out withasieve and work it with the 
hands, extacting the butternilk. The Danes do 
not wash their butter. They then form a round 
ball of the butter and lay it to oue side. After a 
time these balls are put together and salted. It 
then receives another working, and is put to 
one side to cool. Then the batter is worked ina 
machine, and after this, when perfectly dry, it is 
packed ir firkins holding about 12% pounds each 
and shipped to dealers. The Danish people ex- 
ercise the greatest care in the manufacture of 
butter, and this has been brought about by the 
establishment of dairy-schoolsa, where youn 
men and 422 ladies go through a practic 
course of ryiug. 

The butter that too the first prize at the 
Worid’s Fair in London was made by a Danish 
farmer who kept but six cows. The average 
eld of butter by a Danish was lw pounds, 
bus Mr. Barre quoted some ords where these 
cows produced 200 pounds annually. 

A Chance.

Is is an unexplored mine of 
wealth in this section to parties who understand 
the workings of butter and cheese-factories, and 
competent parties are earnestly requested to in- 
vestigate the facilities which are offered for 
carrying on this branch of husbandry.“

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., March 2.—Oa March . 
1878, a queer, pleasant-looking littie lady took 
lodging ia the garret-room of the houseof Mr. 
Same. ot this city, attracting attention at once 
by ber strange style of dressing. She wore im- 
miense stiff white cuffs, ditto collar and crino- 
line, her dress being always of sober dark colors. 
But her dress was not ber only peculiarity. She 
had a borror of all humanity, bat men in 
particular, and among them again sbe 
hated preachers worst. Aftera short while Mr. 
Same discovered that he had rather a disagree- 
able lodger, for the lady would abuse any 
woman roundly who dared to approach her. 
With men she would not speak at all except a 
few necessary words witn the landlord. Her rent 
she paid regularly without a word, and would 
not allow a soul to enter her room, which, how- 
ever, by surreptitious glimpses, was found to 
be scrupulously peat and clean. There was no 
stove in it, and the lady cooked her meals on a 
gas contrivance. Even in the coldest weather 
she had no fire. But this did not seem to annoy 
her. She always looked fresh and bicoming in 
spite of her d years, On the street she was 
sometimes observed addressing imaginary 
beings, and persons who lived op t ob- 
served der dancing all night to the music of a 
French harp, which she played herself. If any 
one came to her room she would lock the door 
and return no answer to any one.

She did not want for means, 
and iu 1879 deposited 35500 in a Louisville bank, 
making a queer will about the same time. Her 
relatives were willing to provide for her at any 
time, if she but would permit them, being them- 
selves in easy circumstances.

— * she went her lonely way, people paying 
but littie attention to her after the wonderment 
of her first appearance was over, but on Jan. 14 
of this year she entered a grocery-store, be- 
having in a more than usually strange manner. 
When spoken to by the grocer she asserted 
that the beautiful angels were calling her, 
and that she wished the men would take a 
hatchet and kill her. Of course the men did 
not, under the State law. feel competent to do 
so, and, after remaining in the store all day, she 
was finally given in charge, and conveyed to the 
city jail, as insane. She averred she was 
too good to live, and that she deserved to go to 
heaven, her proper home. She could not be ac- 
commodated. Next an inquest ot lunacy was 
held upon her, and she was sent to the county 
asylum. *

Yet such an experience is fortunately not ex- 
cessively rare, and the ripened love of 40 means 
ust so much more than love's first blush as the 
uty of a matured woman is superior to that 
of a girl, however =. The difference be- 
tween a violet and a perfect orange holds good 
throughout the economy ot Nature and human 
reason as well as human sentiment. 

The malice of Mme. De Rémusat—or was she 
unconscious of what she did?—telis us with as- 
tounding detail of Napoleon's relations with 
women. He began with indifferent women, then 
addressed himself to the daughters of noble- 
men,and finaily married an Austrian Princess. 
This alone shows how superficially the meat 
commander jua the soulof woman.

THE HARBOR, 


Maj. Lydecker Energetically Pushing 
the Work om the North Side Break- 
water. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday afternoon had 
an exceedingly pleasant interview with Maj. G. 
J. Lydecker, the officer in charge of the harbor 
improvements now going on in front of the cite 
off the north shore. Maj. Lydecker is of the 
engineer corps of the United States army, and 
he itis who pianned the lengthening of the 
breakwater south of Van Buren street to 
Twelfth, which has given the South Division an 
excellent harbor, which is capable of still greater 
extension, and can be made usetul for dock 
purposes, at least 100 feet from shore, whenever 
that becomes desirable. At present Maj. Ly- 
decker is superintending the construction of 

THE NOH BREAKWATER, 

which will be a very important structure when 

completed, and will create a basin and shelter 

harbor for vessels in case of storms, with a sure 
anchorage. The breakwater, when completed, 
will be 5,436 feet in length, or a little over a mile. 

The first crib was sunk on the 7th of July last, 

directly in the contre of the proposed line, and 

the work has been pusbed from that point in 
both directions. During the past year there 
were sunk tweive cribs, each representing about 

100 feet of breakwater, thus completing some- 


thing over 1,200 feet up to this time. The break- 
water is a detached structure, the shore end of 


stated that be could this year profitabiy spend 
from $350,000 to $400,000 in the prosecution of 
the work. Last year he expended $150,000, and 
he had at present available a balance of $75,000 
from the old appropriations. He bad expected 
and had hoped that Congress would appropriate 
$350,000 for this year—the amount he bad asked 
for. This breakwater win be the. means of 
creating a good entrance for vessels of from 
twenty-eight to thirty-five feet of water. It 
is work of an expensive character where 
done in small parts. tween $600,000 apa $700,- 
000 would have completed it last year.

REDEMPTION AT THE SUB-TREASURY. 

Assistant- Treasurer Beveridge yesterda) re- 
del ved a circular containing important changes 
iu the regulations relative to the redemption of 
mutilated notes, silver certificates, and frac- 
tional currency, which will be of great interest 
to bankers and the public generally. Following 
are the portions containing the changes in the 


present laws: 

United States notes, each equalling or exceed- 
ing three-fifths of its original proportions, in 
one piece, are redeemabie at their full face 
ys in other United States notes by the Treas- 

rer and the several Assistant Treasurers of che 
United States, and are redeemaliie in cola, in 
sums not less than $50, by the Assistant Treas- 
urer in New York. 

Fractional notes, each equaling or exceeding 
three-fifths of its original proportions, ia one 

Se, are redeemable at their zull face value in 

Tnited States notes, in sums pot less than l by 
the Treasurer aud the several Assistant Treas- 
urers of the United States. 

Silver certificates, each equaling or exceeding 
three-fifths of its original proportions, in one 
piece, are redeemabie uf their full face value in 
standard Silver dollars by the Treasurer and the 

several Assistant ‘Treasurers of the United 


United States notes and fractional notes, of 
which. less than three-fifths of each note re- 
mains, are redeemabie ouly by the Treasurer of 
the United States. 

Silver certificates, of each of which less than 
three-fifths remains, are redeemable only in 
standard silver dollars, and only by the Treas- 
urer of the United States, 

Fragments of United States notes, silver cer- 
tificates, and fractional notes, encd constituting 
clearly one-half, but’ less than three-fifths, arc 
redeemabic at one-baif the full face vaiue of 
whole notes or certificates. 

Fragments less than half are redeemed only 
when accompanied by an allidavit executed in 
wtevordapce with tue requirements of the fullow- 
as paragraph.
